“Many  Indian  students  were 
upset  and  embarrassed  by  the 
article  and  the  headline,’’ 
explained  Ed  Brown,  a junior 
sociology  major  from  Ajo, 
Arizona.  “Those  persons  quoted  in 
the  article  were  not  officers  of  the 
Indian  students  and  should  not 
have  been  allowed  to  speak  for  the 
group  as  a whole.”

“As  a group,  the  Indian  students 
here  don’t  feel  discriminated 
against,”  he  continued.  “I  know 
that  because  I have  served  as  the 
representative  of  the  total  Indian 
student  body  and  have  become 
aware  of  how  the  group  feels. 

“As  far  as  Church  activities  are 
concerned,  we  couldn’t  be  better 
off,”  Brown  continued.  “Three 
General  Authorities  are  assigned  to 
work  with  the  special  Lamanite 
ward  on  campus  that  has  its  own 
Lamanite  leadership.” 

“There  is  no  university  which 
offers  the  benefits  we  do,”  Harmon 
stated.  “In  five  years,  we  have  been 
able  to  cut  down  the  academic 
attrition  rate  among  Indian 
students  in  the  program  from  56 
per  cent  to  1 7 per  cent.  This  is  only 
three  percentage  points  above  the 
total  for  all  students  in  the  General 
College.” 

Brown  explained  the 
embarrassment  of  Indian  students 
with  the  comments  reported  in  the 
UNIVERSE  article. 

“We  have  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  hold  Indian  Week, 
many  of  us  are  here  with  financial 
aid  from  the  Indian  program,  we 
have  seen  the  benefits  of  Church 
concern  for  us,’’  Brown  said 
emphatically.  ‘‘And  we  seem  to 
have  said  we  don’t  care  about 

what’s  been  done  for  us.” 

“We  have  a deep  and  abiding  love 
for  The  Church  and^the 
university,”  he  concluded.  Any

9.  A special  committee  writing  a 
manual  especially  for  the 
Lamanites  to  help  them  have 
meaningful  Family  Home  Evenings 
thus  bringing  their  families  closer 
together. 

10.  An  annual  basketball 
tournament  hosted  by  Brigham 
Young  University  for  Lamanites.

Young  University  and  the  Church.

In  Tuesday’s  Daily  Universe 
James  Duke,  who  is  president  of 
AAUP  said  that  the  reporting  of 
the  February  meeting  in  which  the 
University  was  criticized,  was 


inaccurate.  I was  in  attendance  at 
the  meeting  and  would  agree  in 
part,  in  that  David  Geddesand  Jens 
Jonsson  were  objective  and 
reasonable.  However,  when  Paul 
Yearout  had  finished  with  his 
indictment  I felt  the  University  had 
been  totally  invalidated  as  an 
institution  of  higher  learning. 

Dr.  Yearout  said  we  fail 
miserably  in  our  education  of  the 
whole  man.  He  reinforced  this  by 
stating  unequivocally  that  he 
would  not  send  his  son  to  BYU.  His 
impression  of  BYU  is  apparently 
rather  final  in  that  he  opposed 
Geddes’  recommendation  of 
enlarging  the  University.  An 
increased  enrollment  (especially  an 
increase  in  the  ratio  of  graduate 
students)  would  be  a mistake,  he 
said,  because  of  “ingrowth”.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  is  so 
precarious  about  the  policy  of  LDS 
educators  teaching  LDS  students  in 
other  than  Sunday  School.  Does 
Dr.  Geddes  feel  that  Karl  G.  Maeser 
was  narrow  and  myopic  when  he 
enjoined  the  faculty  to  teach  only 
by  the  spirit,  or  did  his  injunction 
pertain  only  to  teaching  non-LDS? 

If  church  orthodoxy  is  what  Dr. 
Yearout  is  afraid  of,  is  it  not  true 
that  graduate  study,  even  at  BYU  is 
not  conducive  to  orthodoxy?  Dr. 
Yearout  concluded  by  saying  that 
he  preferably  would  teach  at  an 
institution  other  than  BYU.  I 
couldn’t  help  but  get  the 
impression  that  BYU  was 
dysfunctional,  which  raised  a 
question  in  my  mind,  to  wit:  Why, 
if  BYU  is  so  aversive,  do  men 
remain?  If  it  is  to  academically 
reform,  this  seems  noble  but  where 
the  basic  philosophy  and  reasons 
for  the  existence  of  the  institution 
are  attacked  the  motives  seem 
ulterior.  1,  for  one,  doubt  that  the 
Mormon  community  is  worse  off 
for  having  a BYU.

Of 
course  I am.  I was  “free”  to  leave 
twenty  years  ago  when  I remained 
to  teach  150  freshmen  for  exactly 
$50  more  per  year  than  my  offer  at 
Illinois  as  a “GA”  teaching  75.  I 
have  been  “free”  ever  since. 

Free,  that  is,  if  some  sense  of  the 
University’s  present  and  potential 
“greatness,”  of  my  wanting  to  be 
involved  with  it,  and  of  my 
capacity  to  contribute  to  it  were 
not  keeping  me  here.  Free,  if  my 
ties  to  the  Church  and  the 
university  weren’t  so  profoundly  a 
part  of  me.  Free,  if  1 did  not  care. 

Perhaps  a group  of  BYU 
professors  could  meet  to 
“discredit”  their  university.  But 
please,  Mr.  Becker,  ask  yourself  by 
what  logic.  Please  at  least  wonder  if 
loyalty  or  love  can  be  gauged  only 
by  yea-saying.  Please  compare 
records  of  AAUP  members  with 
those  of  non-members  before  you 
make  such  sweeping  indictments. 
Please  wonder  if  someone  might 
conceivably  disagree  even  with  you 
or  with  the  administration  on  some 
issues  and  still  be  loyal  and 
dedicated  to  the  Church  and  BYU.

“The  real  growth  of  an  individual 
cannot  be  realized  in  the  society  we 
have,”  William  Cowden,  ajuniorin 
sociology,  said  Wednesday  as  he 
spoke  about  the  causes  of  student 
dissent  at  a meeting  of  BYU’s 
Young  Democrats.

World  Highlights 


Losses  Tallied 


Saigon  (AP)  - The  enemy’s 
offensive  slacked  off  on  its  fifth 
day  Thursday  but  allied  forces 
expected  a second  and  more 
violent  wave  of  attacks.  The 
opening  phase  has  proved  almost  as 
bloody  as  the  big  drive  a year  ago. 

Allied  sources  said  5,300  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong  soldiers 
have  been  killed  in  the  offensive 
kicked  off  Sunday  and  321  more 
have  surrendered  or  defected. 

The  sources  reported  at  least  300 
Americans  have  been  killed.  A 
government  spokesman  reported 
487  South  Vietnamese  troops 
killed,  1,707  wounded  and  62 
missing. 

Some  of  the  heaviest  losses  were 
inflicted  on  the  enemy  outside  the 
big  U.S.  air  base  at  Bien  Hoa,  15 
miles  north  of  Saigon.  After  the 
enemy  retreated  early  Thursday 
under  a battering  by  allied 
infantrymen,  tanks  and  planes,  234 
North  Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong 


bodies  were  counted  on  the 
battlefield,  the  allies  reported. 

Another  80  enemy  soldiers  were 
captured,  including  a deputy 
battalion  commander  and  a 
company  commander.  South 
Vietnamese  troops,  who  bore  the 
burden  of  the  fighting,  lost  14 
killed  and  79  wounded.  American 
losses  were  one  killed  and  10 
wounded.
